In my opinion, written consent of the parent or a 
gvardian of the child, authorizing you to aubmit the record to inspec-.. 
tion by a representative of the armed forces, vould constitute approe 
priate permission. If the child has no parent or guardian, or $f tha: eS 
consent of the parent or guardian should be withheld, the permission ~~ fr" 
of the court would certainly be sufficient in all cases. I question = fo.
